Lumber Schooner Wrecked Off Long 


Branch, 
N., 
During 
Northeast 


Gale. 


Scabright, N. J., April IT. — The 
identity of a schooner 
which went 
ashore iii a northeast gale near Long 
Branch, N. .J., was established by life 
savers as the Charles K. Buckley, from 
Jacksonville, Fla., for New York. 
The schooner is a total loss, arni 
Captain 
Hardy, his wife and all the 
members of the c rew except otie sea­ 
man named Atchison were lo t while 
attem pting to launch a lifeboat. It is 
believed ten persons were drowned. 
Atchison, who remained on deck, 
was rescued by being virtually lassoed 
by a line shot across the bow of the 
schooner iron* a: bore. Atchison got 
twisted up ill the- breeches buoy line 
and was dragged from the deck into 
tilt seething ten. Lite savers on shore 
then ran with the line, dragging Atchi­ 
son upon the beach more dead than 
alive. 
He was rushed to the Monmouth 
hospital in an automobile. Both of his 
shoulders and one leg were broken. It 
is not thought he can recover from his 
Injuries. 
Resides Captain Hardy and his wife 
it is believed that at least eight men, 
members of the crew, went down when 
the lifeboat failed to weather the big 
waves. 
The Charles K. Buckley was heavily 
laden with haulier. Her home port w a. 
Newark, N. J. 
The schooner was first sighted sev­ 
eral miles off the beach, making hard 
weather in the heavy wind and rough 
seas. Despite the efforts of her crew, 
the boat drove steadily in toward tile 
beac h, until she was plainly visible to 
searchlights erected on the sand. 
There was no attempt to launch a 
boat to the rescue, owing to quantities 
of lumber which was swept from the 
decks of the laboring vessel, thrashed 
and swirled In the breakers and under 
tow. 
The life savers have turned ail their 
efforts toward finding bodies as they 
drift in on the beach, although owing 
to the deadly undertow it may be 
hours before an object would escape 
the swirling back tow and make a 
landing. 
Two men were drowned off Great 
Beds Light, near South Amboy, N. J., 
when the steel 
tugboat Aries was 
dragged under water by the barge Pe- 
quot, in tow*. The Aries was on a ski r 
hawser and as she swim garound the 
light the full force1 of the win.’, st tv .
